Labor T riumphs In First Test 


At Sacramento 


By Defeating 


Union Incorporation Bill 


Vicious Anti-Labor Bill Tabled By 5 to 2 Vote, 
Thus Saving Time and Money For Legislation 
Necessary For the Prosecution of War Needs 


By a vote of 5 to 2 the senate labor committee of the Cali- 
fornia state legislature tabled the notoriously undemocratic 
anti-labor bill,-S.B. 290, after hearing arguments against it 
presented by representatives of the California State Federation 


of Labor and several other labor speakers, 


Tuesday night, March 9. Be- 
cause of the large attendance 
of union members and others 
interested in the bill, the hear- 


ings were conducted in the 
larger senate chambers instead of 
the regular committee room, and 
the discussion passed the midnight 
hour before the vote was taken 
that: erased this threat to the unity 
of the home front. 


Upon a roll-call vote, all the 
members of the committee 
voted to table the measure ex- 
cept the two sponsors of the 
bill, Senators Biggar and Flet- 
cher. The members of the com- 
mittee voting to table were 
Senators John A. Shelley, San 
Francisco, H. R. Judah, Santa 
Cruz, John Harold Swan, Sac- 
ramento, Charles Brown, Sho- 
shone, and Jesse R. Dorsey, 
Bakersfield, who presided over 
the meeting, as the regular 
chairman of the committee, 
Senator Bigger, was one of the 
sponsors of the bill and yielded 
the chair following the cus- 
tomary procedure. 

A round of applause greeted the 
result of the vote which ended the 
career not only of S.B. 290, but of 
two other companion bills, S.B. 1 
and §8.B. 172, sponsored by Senators 
Biggar and Fletcher respectively, 
and of which S.B. 290 was a com- 
bination and an extension. Great 
elation was evidenced by the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
as well as all the other union repre- 
sentatives present at the hearings 
at the favorable outcome in dis- 
posing of this ignominous legisla- 
tion. Labor is hopeful that this 
will set the pattern for the hand- 
ling of all other proposed bills of 
a similar character so that the 
governor's program of making the 
session a short one and confined 
as much as possible to the success- 
ful prosecution of the war--a pro- 
gram which the federation sup- 
ports with complete wholehearted- 
ness—will materialize to the benefit 


‘ of the citizenry of the entire state 
’ 


and nation. 

Especially encouraging and 
significant was the fact that of 
all the employers’ organizations, 
only the representatives of the 
associated farmers appeared to 
speak in behalf of the bill 
which would have made the 
functioning of trade unions 
impossible, Although there were 
a number of representatives of 
employers’ organizations pres- 
ent, not one of them partici- 
pated in the discussion of the 
bill. Hoping that this expresses 
the policy of these organiza- 
tions, the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor feels much 
more optimistic over the possi- 
bility that the program to con- 
summate the truce to eliminate 
all controversial issues pro- 
posed some time ago will be 
achieved. 

By tabling S.B. 290, the senate 
labor committee saved the legis- 
lature from wasting unnecessary 
time and energy debating an issue 
that is completely insignificant 
compared with the tremendous and 
momentous tasks facing the people 
of this state and country. 

Following a thorough discussion 
of the bill at a meeting called by 
Secretary Vandeleur of the federa- 
tion, representatives of labor 
pointed out to the committee that 
the proposed legislation would de- 
stroy the unity of purpose which 
has given rise to the splendid 
record made by the working people 
throughout the state in furthering 
the war effort. The effect which 
the strict provisions of the Biggar- 
Fletcher labor act would have, if 
passed, was pointed out as the first 
step in the possible destruction of 
the trade union movement as a 
preclude to dictatorship at home, 
while the entire nation is  sacri- 
ficing to fight dictatorship abroad. 

The obviously discriminatory 
character of the legislation was 
made plain by a reading of the 
more restrictive sections of the

bill as if it were to be applied 
to business and labor alike, in- 
stead of singling out the labor 
unions as a target. If it had 
been enacted into law, the act 
would have spelled the death- 
knell of small craft unions, un- 
able to comply with its exorbi- 
tant demands for increase of 
union expenditures in order to 
meet with its technical legal 
requirements. These legal tech- 
nicalities would have had to be 
met under the threat of severe 
criminal penalties for violation 
of any of them, although when 
questioned from the floor, the 
sponsors were forced to admit 
that only a highly skilled attor- 
ney could be sure of their 
meaning.

freely upon personal experience in 
the trade union movement to estab- 
lish to the satisfaction of the ma- 
jority of the committee that volun- 
tary self-control from within the 
ranks of labor was preferable to 
any compulsory law impairing the 
present status of organized labor. 

Proponents of S.B. 290 were 
unable to sidestep the vivid pictures 
of the consequences of failure to 
kill the bill in committee which 
appeared as one after another of 
those in opposition scored direct 
hits against the specific provisions 
which it contained. Attempts to 
misrepresent labor’s position in con- 
nection with the program for win- 
ning of the war brought several 
speakers to their feet with offers 
to sit down with the members of 
the committee and educate them as 
to the true facts. 


The strength of conviction 
with which such offers were 
made rendered it obvious that 
there was plenty of ammunition 
with which to refute the argu- 
ments in favor of the measure. 
This fact, coupled with unmis- 
takable indications that, if 
passed, the Biggar-Fletcher bill 
would clearly violate the con- 
stitution of the United States, 
served to persuade the legis- 
lators that they could not re- 
port favorably on the measure 
and at the same time serve the 
best interests of the people of 
California, a majority of whom 
work for a living and therefore 
would suffer directly by the 
passage of anti-labor legisla- 
tion. The arguments set forth 
by federation representatives, 
who led the way in the fight 
against S.B. 290 before the state 
senate committee, were briefly 
concurred in by other union- 
ists present, just before the 
motion to table was presented 
to the seven senators for a 
vote. 


It is the earnest hope of the fed- 
eration that this early and clear- 
cut defeat of a bill of the character 
of S.B. 290 will prove to be of tre- 
mendous significance in fore- 
shadowing the trend of action that 
will be taken by the legislature in 
the coming weeks. That it was a 
decisive setback for the anti-labor 
forces is undeniable. But if it also 
means that the unity of purpose 
and action in support of the war 
effort, for which the federation 
has worked untiringly, has become 


a reality, then it is a victory of 
inestimable value

THE CASE VS. AMERICAN LABOR “DRAFT” LEGISLATION

Washington, 
the father of our country, is a 
a father in more ways than one. 
If we as Americans, as fellow 
workmen, as co-workers for the 
betterment of mankind, would seek 
to collectively follow Washington’s 
admonitions given to not only those 
of his day, but to their posterity 
for ages to come. The advice given 
to the collective body of the United 
States can and might be applied in 
organized labor. The following is a 
quotation from Washington’s fare- 
well address when eliminatiing him- 
self as a candidate for a third 
term: 

“To the efficacy and permanency 
of your union, a government for 
the whole is indispensable. ... No 
alliances however strict between 
the parts can be an adequate sub- 
stitute... . They must inevitably 
experience the infractions and in- 
terruptions which all alliances in! 
all times have experienced. Sensible 
of this momentous truth, you have 
improved upon your first essay, by 
the adoption of a constitution of 
government, better calculated than 
your former for an intimate union, 
and for the efficacious management 


of your common concerns.” 

This will explain the condition | 
now facing organized labor. No 
matter how good or strict an 


agreement may be, unless founded 
upon the right principles, or state 
|rights of the gcverned to so direct 
|and control their bettering of con-| 
| ditions, ete, The experiences of 
organized labor should be instruc- 
tive rather than confusing, the 
achievements and betterments ar- 
rived at by the productive element 
jhave from time to time been at-| 
j}tacked and many of the results 
have been destroyed, or have been 
saved at a terrific cost to those in- 
terested. Instead of merely estab- 
lishing the agreements between 
| employer which is good, strive with 
| the intent to establish those ideals 
upon the state constitution. This | 
will stop the tearing down of the 
things established. As long as the 
lagreement effects a small part of 
a community or the state, we need 
not fear any onslaught of our op- 
ponents of labor, but when the 
agreement reaches out to include a 
large portion of a community this 
then signifies the time when the 
opposing side must seek to divide 
break the solid unity which has 
builded. This will answer to 

limited degree at least, the con- 
ditions we are at this time facing, 
for they can only rule through di- 
vision and tearing down of the 
esults achieved

Spring Classes 


Oakland Publi¢ Schools 
Announce Schedule of 
Classes For Evening School 


On Monday, March 29th, the Mer- 
ritt business school will open its 
spring term of evening classes at 
Third avenue and East Tenth street, 
Oakland, where opportunities for 
vocational training in business edu- 
cation for employed or unemployed 
adults will be available. 


The program issued by the school 
lists the following subjects: ac- 
counting, dictating machines, Eng- 
lish, filing, government service, 
counseling, machine calculation, 
multigraph and multilith, office ma- 
chine repair, shorthand, traffic 
management and typewriting. 

Information pertaining to the re- 
quirements necessary to enrollment 
are published for the readers of the 
Journal. 


Registration: Students may en- 
roll between the hours of 6:00 and 
8:45 p. m. on advance registration 
days or on any day on which the 
school is in session. 

Prospective students who are 
regularly enrolled in any high 
school must bring written permis- 
sion from the principal of such 
school before they can be registered 
in any class in the evening school. 

Registration Fee: $1.25 for the 
eleven week term. Good for as 
many evenings or as many classes 
as desired. As a general rule, people 
who are working full time should 
limit their attendance to two eve- 
nings a week at the school. 

Program: Students may not en- 
roll for one evening in a class 
which meets twice a week. Neither 
enrollments be accepted for 
one hour only in a two-hour class.

BUDDIES IN “FAGS” 


America’s organized workers are 
now sending over a million free 
cigarettes a day to the men in the 
armed forces overseas, I. M, Orn- 
burn, secretary of the A. F. of L. 
union label trades department, re- 
vealed recently. 


Unions and their members are 
increasing their purchases so swift- 
ly that a rate of 5,000,000 free fags 
a day should soon be reached, Orn- 
burn declared. 


All the “smokes” donated by labor 
carry the union label. By a special 
arrangement with the Brown & 
Williamson Corporation, unions are 
able to obtain them at 4% to 5 cents 
a package. 

Each package carries a sticker, 
bearing the name and address of 
the donating union, and each carton 
contains a greeting from the union. 


“When the ‘goal of 5,000,000 cig- 
arettes a day is attained, that will 
mean unionists will be contributing 
over $8,000,000 a year to keep their 
buddies overseas in smokes,” Orn- 
burn pointed out.

KNOX 


AND PATTERSON ANNOUNCE 


WARSHIPS AND MERCHANT SHIPS DELIVERED 
IN RECORD TIME AND NUMBERS 


All naval shipbuilding and 
aircraft production records 
were shattered in February, 
Secretary of the Navy Frank 


Knox announced. 

He revealed that 150 combat ves- 
sels and 700 landing barges were 
completed and 1,400 planes deliv- 
ered. More than half of the planes 
were combat craft, he said. 

At the same time, the mari- 
time commission announced 
that American shipyards also 
smashed all previous records 
for merchant ship construction 
in February, with deliveries of 
130 new vessels with an aggre- 
gate of 1,239,200 deadweight 
cargo tons. 

The new merchantmen are part 


of the overall program for building } 


4,880 cargo vessels by the end of 
1944. It is believed the bulk of 
these vessels will be in service by 
the end of this year. 

This is described by maritime 
{commission officials as the most 
prodigious shipbuilding effort in 
history. It will be equivalent to 
two-thirds of all the merchant ton- 
nage in the world in January 1941 

Included in the program are 

1,800 liberty ships of 10,500 tons 

each. Of these, 704 had been 

delivered into service by March

ocean to every battlefront of 
the united nations with muni- 
tions, planes, tanks, food sup- 
plies and sometimes troops.

ARMY PLANES AND BOMBS 
HIT NEW HIGH TOTALS, SAYS 
WAR DEPARTMENT 


Aircraft production reached 
the all-time high of 5,500 planes 
during the short month of Feb- 
ruary, Undersecretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson announced. 

More than 70,000 bombs of 
1,000-pound size or larger were 
manufactured in January, he 
revealed at the same time, and 

“production is still increasing.” 

This total, the war department 
pointed out, is sufficient to bomb 
the enemy at the rate of 2,300 
bombs a day for 30 days. 

Secretary Patterson’s announce- 
ment was part of a highly encour- 
aging war production report, based 
chiefly on January figures. Other 
outstanding items included:

The American Federation of Labor emphasizes the fact that 
a lot of government officials in Washington do not seem to un 
derstand: that labor participation in war production policy mak 
ing and operations is essential to the understanding which | 
brings wholehearted cooperation. As the federation says in its| 
monthly economic survey, urging more of a voice for labor in| 
the war production board: 

“Complete participation of labor is the only way workers} 
can know why and how the programs affecting them are being 
formulated and can have a voice in developing them. 

“This is the only way to bring greater understanding among 
working people, remove distrust and win full cooperation from 
the men and women working in war and civilian plants through 
out the country. Participation imposes responsibility to see the 
task through.” 

Evidently labor must keep pounding away everlastingly on 
the idea of full labor representation in the war effort. Despite
